Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Gordon- 
Conkling difficulty is settled without a duel, 
but there are many in Washington who know 
the came very near having a serious ter- 
mination. It seems impossible to believe it, but, 
unless those who should be best informed are 
mistaken, the National Capital has only escaped 
a scene which would have carried us back to the 
days of the chivalry. Inasmuch as the cause of 
the difference originated in secret session, the 
proceedings of which Senators, by their pledge 
of honor, are not permittea to divulge, there 
can be no authoritative statement of 
the cause of the difficvlty, but it 
is well ascertained, and not denied by the prin- 
cipal actors, that the statement in these dis-

Careful inquiry to-day shows that the affair did 
not possess those extra Senatorial features 
which have been ascribed to it in many quar 
ters.

OSMAN PASHA. 
HIS RECEPTION BY THE RUSSIAN COMMANDERS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 15.—A correspondent at Plevna 
telegraphs concerning Osman Pasha’s reception 
by the Russians: The Grand Duke Nicholas 
rode up to Osman’s carriage, and for some sec- 
onds the two chiefs gazed into each other’s 
faces without.the utterance of a word. Then 
the Grand Duke stretched out his hand, shook 
the hand of Osman Pasha heartily, and said, 
“IT compliment you on your defense of Pleyna. 
It is one of the most splendid military feats in 
history.“ Osman smiled sadly, rose painfully 
to his feet in spite of his wound and said some- 
thing which I could not hear. He then reseated 
himself. The Russian officers 

ALL ORIED “BRAVO! BRAVO!” 
repeatedly, and all saluted respectfully. There 
was not one among them who did not gaze on 
the hero of Plevna with the gravest admiration 
and sympathy. 

Prince Charles, of Roumania, who had arrived, 
rode up and repeated unwittingly almost every 
word of the Grand Duke, and shook bands with 
Osman, who again rose, and bowed this time in 
grim silence. He wore a loose biue cloak with 
no apparent mark on it to designate his rank, 
and a red fez. 

He is a large, strongly-built man. The lower 
part of his face is covered with a short, black 
beard without astreak of gray, and he hasa 
large Roman nose and black eyes. 

It is a grand face,“ exclaimed Col. Gaillard, 
the French military attache. “I was almost 
afraid of seeing him lest my expectation should 
be disappointed, but be more than fulfills my 
ideal. It isthe face of a great military chief- 
taip.”’ Said young Skobeleff, “1 am glad to 
hae seen him. Osman Ghazi he 1s, and Osman

Loxbox, Dec. 15.—A correspondent with 
Grand Duke Vladimir shows that the Metchka 
affair was confined to skirmishes and cavalry, 
with some field-artillery practice. He thinks 
the Turks may haye lost 1,000 men altogether, 
as they were much exposed, but the Russian 
loss was insignificant. The Russian force on 
the field was three brigades.

IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 
THE PORTE’3 APPEAL. 

Loxdox, Dec. 15.—A Constantinople dis- 
patch says: The circular note dispatched by 
the Porte to the signatories of the treaty of 1871 
commences by a statement that the origin of 
the present important events is perfectly known, 
the Imperial Government having done noth- 
ing to provoke war. It has done everything 
to avoid it, and has vainly sought to discover 
Russia’s motives in ber aggressive campaign. 
The Porte has shown a desire for improvement 
by the reorganization of its judicial system, 
and devising reforms, without distinction of 
race or religion, according to the Constitution, 
which has everywhere been well recel ved. 
Partial reform is of no avail. The adoption 
of improvements in one part of the 
Empire only would be a premium to other com- 
munities to revolt. Any doubts as to the ex- 
ecution of these reforms shoud disappear be- 
fore thes solemn§ declarations the Porte now 
makes, A state of war simply retards such 
reforms and is disastrous to the country gen- 
erally, destroying agricultural interests, 
killing industry, and ruining fifanctal re- 
crganization. Independently of these ar- 
rangemeuts for reform, what rea- 
son can there be for continuing the war? Rus- 
sia has declared that she is not animated by a 
spirit of conquest, The military honor of both 
sides must be dbundantly satisfied. What ob- 
ject can there be in prolonging a contest ruinous 
to both countries? The moment has 
arrived for the belligerent Powers to 
accept peace. Without affecting their 
dignity, Europe might now usefully in- 
terpose her good offices, since the Porte 
is ready to come to terms. ‘The country is not 
at the end of its resources, and is stil) prepared 
to fightin its own defense. It is ready, more- 
over, to sacrifice ail for the independenee and 
integrity of the fatherland, but the Porte is de- 
sirous to stop the further effusion of blood, and 
therefore appeals to the feelings of justice 
which must animate the Great Powers, hoping 
they will receive these overtures favorably.

Versaities, Dec. 15.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Leon Say, Minister of Finance, 
proposed a convocation of the Councils-General 
for Dec. 21, and for the Councils of Arrondisse- 
ments for the 19th. He said it would be impos- 
sible to vote the entire budget, and he there- 
fore proposed that the Chamber vote the four 
direct taxes. He hoped the Chamber would 
authorize the collection of other items of rev- 
enue according to existing laws. The Govern- 
ment asked for a credit of 29,500,000 francs to 
cover two months. This vote would indicate 
the Chamber’s confidence in the Government, 
and he trusted the Chamber would not refuse 
it. 

The Chamber then voted urgency on two 
bills, in conformity with the foregoing statc- 
ment, which were referred to the Budget Com- 
mittee. The Committee thereupon proceeded 
to deliberate on them in bureaux. Later in the 
day the Budget Committee reported favorably 
on Say’s propositions. 

Jolibois, on behalf of the Bonapartists, stated 
he would support M. Say’s recommendations, 
but not as expressing confidence in the Minis- 
try. 

The Duke de la Rochefoucauld Bisaccia made 
a similar statement on behalf of the Legitimists. 

M. Say replied that the Government never 
thought of taking a vote of confidence on the 
budget, which would be unparliamentary.

FIRES. 


LAKE FOREST UNIVERSITY. 

The college building of the Lake Forest Uni- 
versity, a handsome four-story structure of con- 
siderable size, was burnt to the ground at an ear- 
ly hour yesterday morning. and there is too much 
reason for believing that the fire was caused by 
an incendiary. This supposition is strengthened 
by the fact that early Friday morning 
flames were discovered issuing from 
the basement in a robm used as an 
ice-house, and containing a quantity 
of sawdust. This fire was extinguished with 
slight loss, and two students were appointed to 
watch the building Friday nicht. The second 
fire originated in the cupola, about 6 o’clock in 
the morning, a time when no person had aright 
to be in that part of the building. 

The college was built about five yéars ago, 
and was originally designed for a hotel. 
It was erected by the Lake Forest 
Land Company, of which Gen. Anson 


Stager, the Hon. C. B. Farwell. George L. Dun- 
lap, Henry L. Pearsons, and W. V. Kay were 
stockholders, and its cost was between $60,000 
and $70,000. The furniture cost nearly $20,000, 
and the design was to make a first-class 
suburban hotel. Mr. Burrell, present proprie- 
tor of the Clifton House, assumed the man- 
agement, but summer hotels proved a drug in 
market. The scheme faiied, and ultimately the 
whole outfit was turned over to the authorities 
of the University, who held a $40,000 mortgage 
on the premises and grounds. In September, 
1876, it was first occupied as a college, few al- 
terations being made in the internal arrange- 
ments, 

The building was a four-story frame, with 
brick basement, a mansard-root, and cupola. It 
was situated in a large park, the only building 
near if being the laundry, which was fortunate- 
ly saved. The college was supplied with water 
by an artesian well, but there was neither hose 
nor appliances for throwing a stream, and the 
efforts of the spectators, nearly everybody in 
the village being on the ground, were confined 
to saving the furniture and library. More than 
half of the tormer and nearly all the books 
were removed to a place of safety, the 
boys working with a will. By 8 o'clock 
the fire, which at first — slowly, had 
nearly consumed the building. and an hour later 
the destruction was complete. The upper story 
was not occupied, the College, which can accom- 
modate over 100 students, having only about 
twenty in residence. The fall term ends Thur- 
day next. During the vacation arrangements 
will be made for the future. Mcantime the 
students will get a few days extra holiday. 

Lake Forest University, though non-sectarian 
In its character, is practically under the control 
of the Presbyterians, the Synod of Northern 
THinois nominating a Visiting Committee. 
— faculty of the College consisted of Prof. 

ewett and Prof. Morris, the Academy being 
under the direction of Prof. Albert R. Sabin, 
and the Seminary under that of the Kev. R. W. 
Patterson, D. D. The operations of the two 
last-named institutions will not be interfercd 
with by the disaster, and in all probability the 
corporation, which includes in its membership 
many Wealthy and prominent citizens, will at 
once take steps to repair the damage. 

The insurance on the building amounts to 
$15,000. Of this the British American Com- 
pany, of Toronto, Can.; the Safeguard, of New 
York; Underwriters’ Association, of New York ; 
Alliance, of Boston, and Relief, of New York, 
each carried $2,500. 

The college authorities have rented the Dick- 
inson Home for recitation-rooms until such 
time as new buildings can be erected. There 
will be little delay about rebuilding the col- 
lege premises, and no interruption will occur to 
the course of studies.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


A Scheme to Lynch the Outlaw 
Rande Happily Frustrated. 


Three Hundred Men Enlist for the Pur- 
pose, but Give Up the Job. 


Account of the Lynching of the 
Negro Alexander at Mur- 
freesboro.

GALSsBURd, III., Dec. 15.—Notice of the ex- 
istence of a plot in the eastern part of the 
county to take the outiaw Rande from jail and 
lynch him was received by Sheriff Berggren last 
evening. The notice was received by letter 
from one of the most reliable menyat Gilson, 
and immediate steps were taken by the Sheriff 
tothwart any such attempt. A strong guard 
was placed within the jail and watch kept all 
night, but there was no demonstration. No 
particulars of the scheme have been obtained. 
The movement was first set on foot 
last Tuesday after the continuanee was granted. 
The knots of men talking on the streets in the 
afternoon of that day had this sole purpose in 
view, and before they left the city a preliminary 
organization was made, Six men, residents of 
the townships in the immediate vicinity of the 
murder, were made special committees. Each 
was charged with the duty of enlisting fifty meu 
for the work. Eurollment was made of citizens 
living even in the extreme northeastern part of 
the county, and the required number, 300, was 
obtained on Thursday night. Last uight was to be 
the time of attack, and Knoxville,four miles east 
of Galesburg, the place of rendezvous. The time 
and plate were thoroughly understood by all 
engaged in the plan, and about dusk last even- 
ing the men commenced to drop into Knoxville 
singly and in pairs until something over 100 
were present. Then came word from Gilson 
that those who were to come from that place had 
backed out, and would not make the attempt. 
Those who had come long miles to carry the 
plan into execution were terribly incensed at 
this message, and, after some fruitiess talk of 
going on with the force they had, gave it up and 
returned home. 

The exact reason of the change of base by the 
Gilson people is not known, though it is thought 
they feared the authorities were posted and in 
readiness for them. 

There will be no diminution of the guard at 
the jail, and the would-be lynchers will meet 
with a warm reception if the attempt be made. 
An alarm connecting the jail with the police 
headquarters, and the engine-house and fire- 
bells, will be rung at the commencement of an 
attack, if one be made.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 15.—A month ago a 
negro named Boot Alexander murdered, uear 
Murfreesboro, a white man, Thomas Daughty. 
Daugcbty had been fora long time annoyed by 
Alexander leaving the main road and riding 
through his premises, despite constant protest- 
ations, and on the day of the murder threat- 
ened to prosecute him if he did not stop. 
Ripping out an oath, Alexander said he would 
allow no poor white trash to talk to him in that 
way. He drew a revolver and fired twice, 
Doughty falling dead in sight of his agontzed 
family. Alexander escaped, was pursued, 
captured in the neighboring county, and re- 
turned to Murfreesboro. Alexander was 
found to have received a gunshot 
wound in the thigh and a cut in 
the arm. These Alexander claimed to have 
received at Voughty’s hands, but he was proven 
to have been thus wounded while in a fight with 
another negro some time previous. Op tho 
night of his confinement in the Marfreesbare 
Jail a drunken mob on horseback, and supposed 
to be from Doughty’s neighborhood, over- 
powered the Jailer, took away his keys, 
and removed Alexander from his cell to the 
street, where he was received with exultant 
shouts by a disorganized and reckless mob.

They had 
come for the negro and intended to have 
him. Unable to resist, he allowed a detail 
of ten men to enter the jail, insuring the safety 
of the remainder of the prisoners. Unlocking 
Alexander’s cell, they bound him with a big 
rope, and tied another around his neck, almost 
choking him to death in the cell. Oarrying him 
out, they made bim mount an extra horse and 
took him two miles out from the town, where 
they hung him to the limd of a white 
oak tree. The body was taken down this morn- 
ing by the Coroner and found to have been lit- 
erally riddled with shots and bullets, which 
evidently had been fired aiter he had been 
swung from the limb. 

Alexander had been guilty of many crimes 
during the past two years. He was regarded as 
vicious. The white man he murdered had the 
reputation of a peaceably-disposed man. 


THE LOG-STEALERS.

The 
Mexican farce being too strong to be repelled by 
the Texas troops, and it being impossible to raise 
a civil posse from the citizens, who are nearly all 
of Mexican blood and sympathy, and ha 
reinforcements within several miles, I ask for the 


aid of such United States troops as may be nearest - 


to the scene of action to repel this invasion of our 
territory. I have the honorto be your obedient 
servant, R. B. Hussarp, Governor of Texas.

But the episode, laughable as it seems at 
this distance, is useful in reminding people 

that the laws of chivalry, so fondly believed 

to have passed away and grown obsolete, are 

still with us, in a measure, and, it they help 
to preserve the amenities of Congressional 
debate, they will not be so utterly deplora- 
ble as they are apt to be considered. 


Notwithstanding the protest of the Bona- 
partists, the action of the French Deputies 
in voting a portion of the budget yesterday 
was an expression of confidence in the new 
Ministry. In a speech to the Chamber M. 
Lzon Sar asked for a credit of 29,500,000 
francs to cover the Government ex- 
penses for two months, and this was 
promptly granted. Thus have matters be- 
come partially established again in France, 
after so many months of disquiet and appre- 
hension. Gamsertta’s paper, the Republique 
Francais, takes the present opportunity to 
pay a handsome compliment to MacMaunon, 
who, even though defeated and piqued, must 
feel relieved to have the struggle ended. 


A curious infringement of the usually 
strict army discipline is reported from Chey- 
enne. A private in a cavalry company hav- 
ing a grudge against a Sergeant, went to the 
latter’s tent Friday night and shot a person 
whom he supposed to be his enemy, 
but who proved to be a differ- 
ent man. The comrades of the as- 
sassin, provoked by this dastardly act, 
on the same night took him by force from 
the guard-house and strung him up to a con- 
venient tree. However justly this summary 
kind of punishment might be deserved, it 
was undoubtedly opposed to all the mili- 
tary rules and practice, and how the lynch- 
ers will be dealt with remains an interest- 
ing question. 


The outlaw, Rax, narrowly escaped a 
premature execution yesterday. No less 
than 300 citizens of Galesburg and the 
neighboring towns banded together Tuesday 
with the avowed object of forcing the Coun- 
ty Jail and lynching the murder- 
er. The plan fell through, because 
the men from the Town of Gilson backed 
out, fearing that they would meet 
with too much hindrance from the authori- 
ties. It happened that news of the pro- 
jected attack upon the jail was really sent 
to Galesburg, and undoubtedly the lynchers 
would have had trouble in securing their 
game. An extra guard was put on Thurs- 
day and Friday nights, and it is improbable 
that any violence will now be attempted. 


It is seldom that public sentiment has so 
unanimously praised a great General as it 
has Osman, the hero of Plevna. Critics of 
all nations, friends and enemies alike, unite 
in declaring his defense of those fortifica- 
tions to be one of the most splendid 
feats in history. A _ correspondent 
describes the meeting of Osman and 
the Grand Duke Nicuoxas, and tells how the 
Russian officers all gazed upon the former 
with the greatest admiration. According to 
the correspondent, he is a strongly-built 
man; the lower part of his face is covered 
with a short, black beard without 
a streak of gray; and he has a 
large Roman nose and black eyes. His is 
the face of a great chieftain. In the words 
of Gen. Sxosetorr, *“* Osman ghazi he is, 
and Osman the Victorious he will remain in 
spite of his surrender.” 


THE COUNTY OFFICES. 

The new members of the County Board 
are encountering more embarrassments in 
making the reforms expected of them than 
they counted upon. It is difficult to deter- 
mine just how much of the blame justly 
rests upon them and how much upon the old 
members who were reckoned upon to act 
with them. There were only five new mem- 
bers elected, and they are powerless by them- 
selves; but it was confidently anticipated 
that three of the old members would second 
their efforts, and it was hoped that four 
might be induced to jointhem. Of these 
only two—Messrs. Ayars and Szennz—have 
shown the good faith that was promised. It 
was expected that Mr. Tasor would act with 
the Republican members, because he is a 
Republican, and that Mr. Frrzaxnalp would 
act with them, because he professes to he a 
Reformer. But each of these gentlemen 
seems disposed to dictate his terms, and to 
refuse to vote in the interest of the people 
unless he can secure some special favor for 
his friends. At last accounts, the Republic- 
an members had abandoned their caucus 
slate; and we are melined to think that the 
matter should be left there, and that no fur- 
ther attempt be made to agree upon the ap- 
pointments except in open Board. 

We will assume that seven Reform mem- 
bers of the Board—Messrs. Senne, AYARs, 
Sporrorp, Mrrer, Bonk, Borsz, and 
WHEELER—are united in the single effort to 
secure the best available men for the differ- 
ent county places. But they are in the mi- 
nority, and require another vote to carry the 
day. They turn to Mr. Tanon, who an- 
nounces that he will not act with them un- 
less they appoint his man Murmuzap as 
County Agent. But the County Agent's 
place is the most important and responsible 
ofall. He has charge of the distribution of 
coal, provisions, and other supplies doled 
out to the deserving poor. He can save 
or squander thousands of dollars in the 
course of the winter, and, as the judge of the 
supplies furnished under contract, he can 
either facilitate or prevent swindling. Mr. 
Morsarap is said to be totally unfit for the 
place, and there are circumstances in his ca- 
reer that certainly indicate something of the 
kind. To begin with, he is a chronic 
Office-holder and office-seeker. As Asses- 
| sor of the Town of Lake, it is said that 
be favored the Stock-Yards Company, 
the Stock Tards Bank, and other 
Stock-Yards institutions, in such a manner as 
to impose thousands of dollars of taxes on 
the remainder of the county: This is the 
reason assigned why Mr. Tazor, a Stock- 
Yards man, insists that Murmnzap shall be 
rewarded with the place of County Agent. 
It is certainly an excellent reason, if true, 
why he should not be appointed to that or 
any other position, and this reason is sup- 
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cannot submit to the dictation of Murmazap | 
without abandoning their work of reform. 

Then they turn to Mr. Frrzorratp, who 
has for a long time made loud professions of 
devotion to reform, and Frrzorsatp takes 
practically the same position as Tasor. He 
will not act with the seven Reform members 
unless they agree to appoint one Hyrnzs as 
County Attorney,—a position scarcely 
second to that of County Agent. This 
Mr. Hywes is an Arkansas carpet- 
bagger. He wasa Republican in Arkansas 
for the purpose of running for office, and he 
became a Democrat immediately upon his ar- 
rival in Chicago for the same purpose. The 
County Attorney should not only be a good 
general lawyer, but he should be especially 
familiar with the law of tax assessments, as 
the tax-fighting in the courts affords the 
chief occasion for the County Attorney. 
Mr. Hynes has not been long enongh a resi- 
dent of Chicago, and has never had the legal 
practice, to qualify him properly for the 
‘place ; and it would be almost as fatal to sub- 
mit to Frrzexzraup’s dictation of Hyrnzs as 
to Tanon's dictation of Murrueap. 

The Reform members then turn to look 
for some one else in the Board to join them 
in the effort to secure good men for the dif- 
ferent places. Lenzen comes forward, we 
understand, and says that he will vote with 
them if they will retain his man Prrrns as 
Warden of the Poor-House and Insane 
Asylum. But Perens is said to be an incom- 
petent old fellow, and this cannot be done 
without forfeiting the claim to reform. In 
one word, the effort at reform is met at 
every step with propositions for bargain- 
ing. It is this circumstance which leads 
us to advise the real Reformers of the Board 
to abandon all further caucus efforts. It may 
well be doubted, m any case, whether the 
caucus is the proper agency forreform. Let 
the Reform members go into the open Board 
with the determination not to vote for unfit 
men, and let them individually present the 
names of persons whom they know to be 
suited for certain places. If, for instance, 
such a man as Mr. Truspe.ui, the Superin- 
tendent of the Relief and Aid Society, were 
named for County Agent, everybody would 
recognize his fitness immediately, because 
his personal honesty and experience have 
been fully tested in a similar kind of work. 
Like nominations throughout would force 
the members of the Board to show their 
hands. Mr. Frrzceratp, or Mr. Tasor, or 


-Mr. CLxART, or Mr. Brapuzy, or anybody 


else in the Board from whom there is the 
slightest reason to expect aid for reform, 
would be obliged to vote for unimpeachable 
men or openly confess their opposition to 
the public sentiment. This course is the 
only one left to the reform element, and 
they must stand or fall by insisting upon a 
thorough reformation all around.

RUSSIAN SENTIMENT. 

The recent paper printed in the Severny 
Vestnik by Prince WassHrenmorr. and to 
which we have alluded before, has attracted 
so much attention throughout Europe, es- 
pecially in diplomatic circles, as representing 
Russian sentiment with regard to terms of 
peace, that it is worthy of moro than ordi- 
nary consideration. The utterances of the 
Prince are always regarded attentively in 
Russia. Although he has always kept aloof 
from office, he exercises great influence in 
political and diplomatic circles, and even in 
Court. He isa moderate Slavophile in his 
feelings, and has given special attention 
to the study of social and political science, as 
well as of international law. He is in the 
highest degree, therefore, to be considered a 
publicist, and one who speaks with a certain 
degree of authority, as is shown by the at- 
tention that has been given to his paper in 
English Court circles. The points made by 
the Prince may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows: 

1. The war was undertaken for the eman- 
cipation of the Balkan Sclaves, and at the 
same time Russia entered into an obliga- 
tion not to appropriate any territory in 
Europe. The first part of the programme 
will be satisfied by procuring “firm guaran- 
tees for the Balkan Sclaves” (Bulgaria) and 
“full autonomy for some provinces” 
(evidently Servia, Bosnia, and Herzegovina). 
The second part will be satisfied by not 
annexing any of the European possessions 
of the Sultan. The first part, therefore, 
represents the minimum of obligation to the 
Sclaves, the second the maximum of con- 
cession to the European Powers. 

2. Russia undertook no obligations with 
respect to the Asiatic dominions or the Black 
Sea. The possession of the latter is of im- 
portance with regard to the future bearings 
of the Eastern question. If Roumania, for 
instance, after receiving territorial compen- 
sation for her services in the war, should, 
after the consolidation, decide to maintain 
strict neutrality, and refuse her territory as 
a base for the Russian armies, all access to 
the Balkan peninsula would be barred. The 
Black Sea, therefore, would be the only ap- 
proach left to Russia. 

3. A State has no right to sacrifice the 
fortunes and lives of its subjects without 
compensation ; therefore Russia must de- 
mand compensation for her losses. As she 
cannot demand territory in Europe, and 
Turkey is too poor to pay money, the most 
effectual satisfaction would be the cession of 
the Turkish fleet. This would of itself 
prove the best possible guarantee of the 
autonony of the Sclavic provinces. Such a 
compensation would be based upon princi- 
ples sanctioned by international law. Free- 
dom of navigation, the opening of the 
Straits, and the reconstruction of the Rus- 
sian Black Sea fleet, present such advantages 
for the future of Southern Russia and for 
the further solution of the Eastern question, 
that, in comparison with them, all other 
conditions of peace must be regarded as 
secondary.” 

4. Such a compensation would meet with 
less opposition by the other Powers than 
any other. Austria and Germany are not 
opposed to the development of Russia in an 
Asiatic direction ; therefore the command of 
the Black Sea and the change of the Russian 
frontier in Asiatic Turkey would meet with 
little antagonism. 

These four points compose the substance 
of this remarkable paper, and they undoubt- 
edly represent, as nearly as it is now possible 
to forecast, the programme that Russia will 
be likely to follow in coming to a settlement 
with Turkey. So far as the autonomy of 
Servia, Bosnia, and Herzegovina is con- 
cerned, there would be no opposition in 
Europe. It is certain that Austria and Ger- 
many also will never object to the consolida- 
tion of Bulgaria and Roumania into one 
strong province of 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 of 
people under the German Prince Cant, the 
present ruler of the latter, as a com pensa- 
tion to the Roumanians for the gallant man- 
ner in which they have behaved at Plevna, 
and for the inestimable services they have 
rendered Russia in allowing her to use their 
territory as a base of operations. If Ger- 
many and Austria do not object, the senti- 


ment of England is of little consequence. With 


regard to the Black Sea, the most strenuous 
opposition would come from England, who 
would see in its possession by Russia a fresh 
menace to her Asiatic ions, and this 
opposition would be all the fiercer if Russia 
should obtain the Turkish fleet. Without a 
fleet, however, the Black Sea would be of 
little consequence to her. The liberty of 
the sea and the right of passage through the 
Straits into the Mediterranean would be only 
a right in name and form, if she had no 
fleet to guard that right, as England would 
be very likely to use the navigation of the 
Straits in such a way as to affect the inter- 
ests of Russia unfavorably. That England, 
meanwhile, has expected some such action 
on the part of Russia is evidenced by her 
efforts to purchase the fleet of the Tarks,—a 
transfer, however, which would undoubtedly 
become the subject of diplomatic contro- 
versy, since it would pour millions of money 
into the depleted treasury of the Turks, and 
might enable them to prolong the war. It 
is not impossible, therefore, that the ques- 
tion of the flect and its disposition may yet 
become the most vital point in the issue of 
peace or further war. 


DISTRESS-WARRANTS AND EXEMPTIONS: 

As Tue Tarune predicted, the public 
resentment at the manifold outrages com- 
mitted by landlords’ agents and Constables 
in serving distress-warrants is operating to 
create a public sympathy for Miss McKrs, 
which will probably lead to her acquittal for 
the killing of Constable MoELTldorr. This 
cannot be prevented; but the sanctity of 
human life should restrain those who now 
seek to make the unjust law a provocation 
for pursuing the same desperate course that 
Miss MokKxx adopted. The law cannot be 
amended in the way we have heretofore 
suggested, nor in any other way, till the 
meeting of another Legislature; but in 
the meantime the Justices of the Peace 
can do much to prevent its perver- 
sion, and the outrages practiced under 
its cover, by pointing out in every instance 
the protection to which tenants are en- 
titled under the law, and exercising even 
extra-legal authority to keep the costs with- 
in a reasonable limit. The debtor on account 
of rent, as well as every other claim, is en- 
titled to an exemption of $100 of personal 
property, if a single person ; if the head of a 
family, and living with the family, the law 
provides an additional exemption of $300, or 
$400 in all; and in both cases the debtor is 
allowed to make a selection of what shall be 
exempt under these restrictions. This pro- 
vision of the law, there is reason to believe, 
is utterly ignored in nine cases out of ten 
where warrants are served. There can be no 
lawful collection under the warrant without 
the issue of a judgment, and henceforth every 
Justice of the Peace who gives judgment 
should be at special pains to inform the 
defendant, either verbally if defendant ap- 
pears before him, or in the judgment itself 
in case of default, just the amount of pro- 
tection to which the defendant is entitled. 
Every Justice who shall hereafter fail to take 
this precaution, and every Justice who shall 
neglect to exercise his influence to prevent 
the collection of exorbitant fees, either by 
Constables or landlords’ agents, must take 
upon himself some of the moral responsibili- 
ty if shooting or violence results from the 
abuse. It is too much to hope for any re- 
form or decency among the Constables as a 
class, or among those men who are in the 
habit of acting as agents in distraining 
for rent; but the Justices are sup- 
posed to be more reputable men, 
and, as they are pretty nearly absolute in 
their domain, they may construe the law in 
favor of fairness, as well as in favor of injus- 
tice and brutality. They can exact a sched- 
ule of the property; they can enforce the 
legal exemptions; they can compel a proper 
notice of sale; and they can prevent the 
sharks from eating up the property seized by 
outrageous charges for expressage, storage, 
watching, etc. Public attention has now been 
so generally aroused to the abuses under this 
law that every Justice who shall fail to exert 
himself in behalf of the fair treatment of the 
debtors for rent who come before him may 
expect to be held personally responsible for 
his neglect. 


CRIMINAL INJUSTICE IN CHICAGO. 

There is something fatally defective about 
the administration of criminal law in Cook 
County. Let us recall a few instances that 

_have occurred within the last few days. 

A week or two ago a negro named AL 
Smrra was tried for murder and convicted. 
The case against him was clear, and his 
crime peculiarly atrocious. Surrn was making 
threats to shoot a barkeeper and brandishing 
a revo'ver about, when a man stepped up to 
him with the purpose of pacifying him. 
Sirs turned upon the peacemaker and shot 
him dead. The jury brought in a verdict of 
murder, which should have been followed by 
sentence and execution. But the Judge 
granted a new trial, and the State’s Attorney, 
rather than go over the trial again, accepted 
a plea of manslaughter. The result was a 
sentence of fourteen years, which at best 
means only a little more than seven years, 
counting the time allowed for good behavior, 
and which may mean only two or three 
years if an Executive pardon shall intervene. 
In other words, a man who ought to be 
hanged, under the law, escapes with about as 
much punishment as is meted out to a poor 
devil who steals an overcoat. 

Take the case of Franx Suerparp, who 
killed Police-Officer MoAnrnun. The officer 
saw two men going into a lumber- yard. One 
seemed to be sober, the other drunk. Pretty 
soon one of them came running out, crying 
that he had been cut with a knife. Officer 
MoAnrnon stepped into the yard to investi- 
gate the matter, and then Sxepprarp stabbed 
him to death. It was a cold-blooded, brutal 
murder; but the jury, finding the man 
guilty, fixed the sentence at twenty-five 
years in the Penitentiary. Of course, a 
motion for a new trial was entered, and it 
will probably be granted if Judge McAuuis- 
run continues on the Criminal Bench. In 
any event, this murderer will serve out a few 
years in the Penitentiary, and then he will 
either be pardoned, or, serving.one or two 
years longer, the ‘‘good time” allowed him 
will reduce his term to that allotted for com- 
mon felony. 

Take the case of Jon Ganurrr, the noto- 
rious rough, bully, and jail-bird, who is a 
terror in the community, and should be kept 
chained up during the term of his natural 
life. He was finally indicted for assault with 
intent to kill, after having made fifty such 
assaults. But he was almost immediately 
released on straw bail. When this trick was- 
exposed, another capias was issued for him 
as much asa week ago. The officers sought 
him in all his well-known resorts and dives, 
but could not find him. He had evidently 
been forewarned, and managed to keep out 
of the way. But on Friday this bully, as if 
conscious of success, walked into the Crim- 
inal Court room, told the Judge he would 
give new bail in a few days, and was per- 
mitted to walk coolly out of the court-room 
again. and may be heard of to-night as hav- 


| ing murdered or assaulted somebody else. 
If Judge McALi ster was satisfied Ganurrr's 
present bail is worthless, why did he allow 
him to walk off again? If not convinced 
his present bail is worthless, why did he 
issue a new capias and order him to get new 
bail? The probability is, that Gannrrr will 
not even be brought to trial. 

Take another and less important case. 
There is a young girl named Emma Hanson, 
who is said to be a street-walker and of bad 
character. Justice Morrison, who says the 
girl bas been brought before him many times, 
finally sentenced her to six months in the 
Bridewell. Justice Morrison is well known 
for his leniency, and is the last man to do 
injustice to an arrested person. — 
less, Judge MoAuuister ordered the release 
of this girl on the statement of the mother, 
who is said to be fully aware of the bad 
character of the daughter. 

All these are cases that have come to light 
during the last three or four days, and the 
same length of time usually develops as 
many. Such an administration of the crim- 
inal law of Chicago is a standing menace to 
the safety and welfare of the community. 
It will be well for the next Legislature to in- 
quire whether the practice of changing the 
Criminal Judge every three months in Cook 
County is not a vicious one. There are cer- 
tain men who, no matter how excellent 
Judges or thorough lawyers they may be, are 
constitutionally unfitted to preside over a 
criminal tribunal; and Chicago and Cook 
County are suffering too severely by ignor- 
ing this fact. 

CONGRESSIONAL QUARRELS. 

Senator Conxiina’s defiance of Senator 
Gorpon, in the debate of Friday, will not 
lead to serious consequences. But it 
recalls the important fact that the Senator 
from New York is one of the readiest men 
with his fists that have been in Congress for 
many years., When he sat in the Lower 
House he wie recognized as the most accom- 
plished pugilist in that body, with the sole 
exception of Joun Morrissry; and, though 
he has not been in perfect training since his 
promotion to the Senate, his physical prowess 
has earned him the respect of his political 
adversaries. He had good reason, therefore, 
to answer sharply the impertinent remarks 
of Senator Gorpow. He knew that, if the 
worst came, he might, as the challenged per- 
son, name boxing-gloves as his weapons, and 
give his opponent a lesson in the mysteries 
of the counter which he would not soon 
forget. In the interests of humanity, we 
rejoice that a slogging-mill of this descrip- 
tion is not to take place; but it would be 
useless to deny that the cause of science 
loses everything that humanity gains by the 
peaceable arrangement of the quarrel. 

The times have been that Congressmen 
fought smartly on less provocation than th at 
offered in the debate of Friday. A quarrel 
then meant something more than a display 
of fisticuffs. First among the Congressional 
brawlers, in point of originality and time, 
was Matruew Lyon, who attacked Griswotp, 
of Connecticut, with a fire-shovel during the 
open session in 1798. Contemporary rec- 
ords assert that this was one of the most 
interesting differences of opinion ever seen 
in the House, but the chronicler neglects to 
say which one of the combatants carried off 
the honors of the occasion. There were in 
those early days also many challenges be- 
tween eminent statesmen for words spoken 
in and out of Congress. DxWrrr Oxmron 
fought a duel with Jon Swanrnobr in 1802, 
and another with Gen. Darsrovux, of New 
Jersey, in 1803. The famous duel between 
Hamitton and Burr occurred in 1804. Hen- 
ry Car fought the first time with Hon 
PHREY MARSHALL in 1808, and the second time 
with Joun Rax Dolen in 1826, vindicating in 
this manner his honor against the state- 
ment that his vote for Jom Com- 
cy Apams was ‘‘the coalition of a 
Puritan with a blackleg.” Taomas H. Ben- 
rox and Anprew Jackson both fought duels. 
Mr. Cruzer, of Maine, was killed in a duel 
by Graves, of Kentucky, in 1838. A num- 
ber of duels and personal encounters, more 
or less serious, grew out of the Brooxs- 
Sumner affair. Besides the physical injuries 
inflicted upon Mr. Sumner, from which he 
never recovered, a challenge passed between 
Anson Btriincame and Brooxs. The weap- 
ons named were rifles and the place Navy 
Island, above Niagara Falls. Brooxs refused 
to keep the appointment, alleging that it 
would not be safe for him to travel throngh 
the North in the then excited state of public 
feeling. Bur.incaME was on hand ready 
to proceed. He gained great popularity 
for his conduct in this affair; but 
the Puritan sense of Massachusetts, 
when it had time to cool, was against him, 
and he lost his eleciion afew years after- 
wards, though not solely on this account, 
He had another serious encounter with 
Kertt, of South Carolina. BARS DALR, of 
Mississippi, who assisted Brooxs in his as- 
sault upon SuMNER, was a noted fighter in 
his day. In one serimmage in the House he 
took hold of a spittoon as an offensive weapon, 
and had his wig pulled off. Punch did the 
scene up in a cartoon. He was at last killed 
at Gettysburg. A memorable quarrel, which 
induced preparations for a duel, was that 
between Jzerrerson Davis and Brsset1z, of 
Illinois. The affair fell through, but it added 
something to the reputation of Bisseii, who 
was afterwards elected Governor of Illinois, 
and had his title disputed on the score 
of his disqualification, as a party to 
a duel, under the law. Porr, of 
Wisconsin, and Pryor, of Virginia, had 
an affair of honor, which was terminated 
by the selection of bowie-knives as the 
weapons by the former. Pryor retreated, 
asserting that no gentleman could fight with 
bowie-knives, and Potrzr was known to 
fame as ‘‘ Bowie-knife Porrzn.” Dux, of 
New York, gave the lie to Max, of Vir- 
ginia, in debate, but no duel followed. 
Foorx, of Mississippi, struck Frumonr in the 
ante-room of the Senate Chamber, but 
smoothed the matter down by an ample 
apology. He hada more serious difference 
with Bznron, upon whom he drew a re- 
volver in the open Senate. Five men caught 
hold of Foorr, and four seized Kenton. The 
former was disarmed, and the latter cried 
out: Let the assassin shoot!” Senator 
BonLlaxp struck Census-Commissioner K. 
NEDY in the grounds of the Capitol; Ga- 
we, of Iowa, was cowhided in the rotunda 
by Rovsszav, of Kentucky; Gum was 
knocked down by Rust in the street, offering 
no resistance; and there have been various 
other affrays, more or less momentous and 
disgraceful. 


There have been no fatal duels among 
Congressmen, with the exception of the 
one which resulted in the death of Omar, 
erent oer The Southerners, who 
in ys were often the 
failed on several —— 
their threats. The moment a determined 
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the North, encouraged the display of angry 
passions by the Southern members. There- 
after the exhibition of a more decided inten- 
tion to resent every insult was con- 
sidered a measure of _ self-protection, 
and was found effectual. Since the 
War, the quarrelsame spirits have come 
as often from one section of the country as 
the other. If there was any abuse of par- 
liamentary privilege in the debate of Fri- 
day, Senator Conxuina was the guilty per- 
son. He does not seem, however, to have 
exceeded the bounds of decorum. The words 
of Senator Gorpon addressed to him were 
insulting. In crying out, Go on with the 
calendar,” Senator CoxxLxNd was following 
an established usage. Gorpon’s exclamation, 
“The Senator from New York is issuing 
erders to the Chair,” was, under the circum- 
stances, an impertinence. Senater Conx- 
La had a right to say, as he did, that 
Gorpon’s statement was untrue. But neither 
Senator has been foolish enough to carry the 
matter farther, they having settled their dif- 
ferences yesterday amicably in executive 
sersion. 


The question of monetizing silver is dis- 
cussed by its opponents as if it were a propo- 
sition to introduce something new in Amer- 
ican coinage, and to establish a new legal- 
tender hitherto unknown. The silver dollar 
was named in the first act providing for an 
American coinage, and that dollar was made 
the unit of value, and remained so from 1793 
to 1873. It was abolished so secretly that 
President Grant, eight months after he had 
signed the law, wrote to a friend expressing 
his regret that the coinage of the silver dollar 
was not progressing as it ought to be, and 
then learned for the first time that the coin- 
age had been prohibited by law. In 1875 
Gov. Hares, now President, in all his 
speeches in Ohio in the memorable campaign 
with AL, advocated a resumption of 
specie payments, and the payment of all oyr 
debts in gold and silver.” He was not 
then aware, though two years and 
a half had elapsed since the act 
had passed, that silver had been de- 
monetized and the coinage of silver had 
been prohibited. The fact that silver had 
been demonetized seems to have been un- 
known to persons from all parts of the 
country who took partinthat campaign ; had 
it been known, the Democrats would have 
made such use of the fact that the election, 
in all probability, would have resulted other- 
wise. The coinage of the silver dollar was 
prohibited in 1873, and its legal-tender char- 
acter repealed in 1874; neither fact was gen- 
erally known until late in 1875, so in reality 
but two years have elapsed since the wrong 
has taken any practical shape. The motion 
to restore it is, therefore, nothing new; it is 
not the introduction of any new principle or 
policy; it is simply to correct a great wrong, 
or a blunder, and to give to silver the rank 
and money value it has hadin this country 
since 1793. 


The gold value of the 412½- grains silver dollar 
to-day is a fraction over 90 cents. In the mean- 
time, the gold value of the greenback dollar is about 
97 cents. If the country could be quite sure that, 
by remonetizing the 412% silver dollar, its value 
would rise to or exceed that of the greenback 
dollar, there would be no reasonable objection_to 
it. But there's the rub.”—./ournal, 

If the paper dollar, which has no intrinsic 
value at all, is, by reason of being madea 
legal-tender, worth 974 cents, why should 
not the silver dollar, which has an intrinsic 
value of 92 cents, upon being made a legal- 
tender become worth as much as the paper 
dollar? Demonetize the paper dollar, and it 
will be worth about four cents a pound; the 
silver dollar demonetized is worth 92 cents ; 
monetize the silver dollar, and why should it 
not be worth as much as the paper dollar? 


According to official returns made to the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, there arrived at the port of 
New York during the month of November, 1877, 
4,745 immigrants, of whom 2,797 were males and 
1,948 were females.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 13.—Notwitnstand- 
ing the prévailing high barometer of Con- 
gressional weather, it is not set fair.“ Every- 
thing is balmy at present, and the beautiful as- 
peet will laßt during the present week, but 
upon the reassembling after the vacation there 
will be storms and wars as extensive and far 
more portentous than the Kellogg-Butiler fight. 
For the moré aspiring of the Democrats cannot 
let well enohgh alone, and, encouraged by the 
disaffection in the Republican ranks, they pro- 
pose to make another onslaught and capture 
the other branch of Congress, if possible. As the 
matter stands now, the Republicans have a 
doubtful majority of two in the Senate. The 
Democrats claim and the Republicans concede 
David Davis. But there is an opening and 
growing question as to the status of Senators 
Patterson and Conover. If they go over to the 
Democracy it makes a tie, which puts the powcr 
in the hands of the Vice-President and raises 
the question of his right to vote.

GENERAL TRADE REVIEW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«, Dec. 15.—The bank exchanges dur- 
ing the last week, viewed as a whole, still fail to 
give any encouraging indication of the general con- 

ition of trade. In New York there was a gain of 
23 1-10 per cent as compared with the correspond- 
ing week last year; but as the new odusi- 
ness here has not en femarkably active, 
and correspondingly increased exchanges fail- 
ed to appear elsewhere, this increase in 
exchanges here was evidently due, in a great 
measure, to the maturing of commercial paper 
made during the last August and September spasm 
Of activity and promise. The comparative gains at 
other points were at San Francisco, 18 5-10; Lou- 
isville, 19; rh ey 66-10. The San Francisco 
comparison is for the week ending the Ist of De- 
cember, and her increase is mainly due to the in- 
crease in the number of banks reporting. Among 
the comparative losses were Boston, 11 4-10; Pnil- 
adelphia, 88-10; Chicago, 178-10; Cincinnati, 
5-10; New Orleans, 57-10; Baltimore, 6 3-10; 
St. Louis, 7 3-10; Milwaukee, 2. 

The total increase in the twelve cities was 
12 8-10, but omitting New York there was a net 
loss of 6 9-10 per cent.

It is whispered that a good deal of the grain now 
here is being carried without insurance, the reason 
being that the owners of the grain believe the 
rates charged to be much too high for the risk in- 
volved. 

Grain is now moving quite free in the country, 
and a great deal is going around Chicago. Parties 
who ought to be in a position to know state that 
this is because underbilling is freely permitted by 
several lines, at the rate of about 50 bushels to the 
car-load, while there is some reason to believe 
that rates are cut in addition, making the discrimi- 
nation against Chicago a heavy one. 

A correspondent asks how the present weather is 
affecting the winter wheat. He thinksit must be 
detrimental, as the alternate freezing and thawing, 
without any snow covering to protect, tends to 
destroy the vitality of the seed. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active Saturday, and steadier. Provisions were ir- 
regular, pork being easier,‘and meats weak, but 
the changes in prices were not wide ones. Wheat 
and corn were lower, and oats and barley were 
easier. The receipts of wheatand barley showed 
an increase, bat there wasa fair shipping demand 
for the former, though the British markets tended 
downward, and there was a decrease in the price 
difference between paper and gold. 

Dry goods were freely offered both by the city 
and country trade, andthe quantity of goods dis- 
tributed was large for this season of the year. Col- 
lections have improved of late, and” in other re- 
spects also the position of the market has changed 
for the better since the country roads and the 
weather became settled. Groceries continue rea- 
sonably active, and for the leading staple articles 
the market was strong. Coffees and teas are still 
receiving some attention from speculators, and a 
further advance in prices is regarded as prob- 
able. Sirups and sugars were active and 
firm, with sugars an ite fhigher. The butter mar- 
ket was without new features. The better grades 
weré wanted at very full figures, but common and 
medium qualities were neglected and weak. Of 
the latter descriptions the stocks are increasing. 
Cheese was quiet at Friday's quotations. Nothing 
specially new was reported on the market for do- 
mestic and foreign dried fruite. Fancy lines suited 
to the holiday trade were active, while the more 
staple articles were quiet. Fish were dull. Oils 
were in fair request, and generally firm. Prices 
of leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood were 
about steady. 

Hogs were fairly active and steady at $3.90@ 
4.15 for common to choice packing grades. Cattle 
were inactive and unchanged—quoted at $2.00@ 
5. 50 for inferior to extra grades. Sheep were nom- 
inal. 

The lumber market was moderately active and 
steady. Some dealers are having a larger trade 
than usual in December, and the whole trade is 
fair. Dry lumber is firm. The receipts by lake 
continue, but they are small, and will cease with 
the return of wintry weather. The demand for 
hides was good, and the market strong, though 
the receipts were fair. Wool and broom-corn were 
steady. The hay market was dull and weak, tle 
receipts being liberal, which makes buyers hold 
back. Seeds were quiet and unchanged. The de- 
mand for green fruite was fair in a retail way, and 
small orders are coming in from the country. 
Poultry and game were dulland easy. The offer- 
ings were rather large, and receivers made conces- 
sions in order to tell. | 

Rail freights were quiet. Rates on grain and 
other foarth-class are now 40c to New York, 37c 
to Baltimore, 38c to Philadelphia, 45c to Boston 
and other New England points, and 35c to Mon- 
treal. Loose meats were quoted at 10c and boxed 
meats at Sc per 100 Ds higner than grain.

It is entirely clear from this that Devlin 
charges Tag Tainexs correspondent with having 
lied, just as he before charged the Ciub with crook- 
edness. The writeris in possession of excellent 
evidence that Devlin said just what was imputed 
to him. The plausible theory is that he lied in the 
fireplace, and then lied to Mr. Chase to cover up 
the first lie. 


One of his assertions in defense of Devinney's 


umpiring is that the Louisville Club outbatted its 
Ipponents on its home ground. While it is true 
that in a large proportion of the games in Louis- 
ville the home Ciub won by getting more hits than 
the other side, yet an inspection of the scores 
shows one curious thing which does not 
bear out Devlin's assertion: Out of nineteen games 
won on its own ground, the Lonisvilies came out 
ahead in five where they were outbatted; that is, 
in fourteen of their nimeteen victories at nome 
they won by superior batting—the other five games 
they won in sume other way. 

The most noticeable point in Devlin's letter, 
however,—and that was principally the reason 
why it was given in full,—is the horrible example 
he is of how one act of dishonesty will tumble a 
42 from the top below the bottom. 
Hardly two months ago Devlin was under contract 
to get $2,000 for next year, and was receiving a 
saiary of $1,900 a season. Now he ie hunting 
work at $6 a week, or $300 a year. It would seem 
as if that admission of Devlin's was enough to 
scare the rest of the players into hongsty. The 
case may be thus stated: 

He was getting $2, 000 a season; 

He wanted more; 

He sold games and got it; 

Now he oegs for $6 a week!

THE TURF. 
A TOTTERING CONCERN. 

The Eastern papers, and especially the New 
York sporting journals, are beginning to appre- 
clate the extent of the feeling which has arisen 
against the National Association. and are making 
a desperate endeavor to handle the matter as deli- 
cately as possible. For overa year Tae TRripuNne 
has been hammering away on this mattérof a 


thorough reconstruction of the National Associa- 


tion, and the code of rales under which it has been 
working, and its efforts are now being seconded by 
the very papers which, not long ago, scouted the 
idea that the National Association or the Board of 
Appeals could do wrong, and the Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, Which, at its recent meeting, placed itself 
on record by a vote of a majority of the members 
as having not the slightest confidence in the Na- 
tional Association or the men who contro) it. 

The fact that this snub was administered by the 
Breeders’ meeting was smoothed over as much as 
possible b¥ the New York papers, all of which 
appear to be under the influence of the men com- 
posing the Association, and their efforts in this 
direction were aided by the fact that the meeting 
broke up in a row. Tue New York papers do not 
put it just this way, but such was the fact. The 
Spirit says the meeting adjourned rather 
hastily and unpleasantly, while the Try, Field. 
and Farm remarks that the tone of the discus- 
sion was unfortunate. *’ which is drawing it exceed- 
ingly mild. The last-mentioned paper is deserv- 
ing of praise, however, for being the only one 
which dared to report fully the debute on the mo- 
tion of Maj. Morton to unite the Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation with the National. The entire 
session seems to have been one in which 
those present used their jaws more than they did 
their brains, but this can perhaps be accounted for 
by the fact that the Association enjoyed a banquet, 
with the usual liquid accompaniments, on the pre- 
vious evening at Delmonico’s. Mr. Clark Bell, the 
well-known lawyer, and Treasurer of the Asso- 
ciation, was the first to be snubbed. He moved 


that the next trotting meeting of the Association 
be neld in Kentucky, stating that he had never vis- 
ited the olue-grass region, and would like to go; 
whereupon Mr. Pacher, the Secretary, remarked 
with some asperity that, if Mr. Bell wished to 
visit Kentucky, he was at liberty to do 80, ana con- 
cluded this exhibition of magnanimity by the state- 
ment that Mr. Bell must not think be could lug 
the Breeders’ Association along with him. A few 
otner gentlemen made similar spicy remarks, and 
Mr. Betl’s motion was squelched. 

Tais little matinee paved the way for the star per- 
formance,-which was an overhauling of the Na- 
tional Association. Mr. Edwin Thorne, who is a 
Quaker, breeder, and meniber of the Board of Ap- 

eais and Breeders’ Association, moved that the 
atter organization be united with the National 
Association. He was decided to be out of order, 
but his motion was sabsequentiv brought up by 
Maj. Morton, Maj. McDowell leaving the chair 
and speaking in favor of it. His argument was, 
that under the present lawe of the Breeders’ As- 
suciation any one who owned a colt got by a stail- 
ion which was, or had been, owned by a member 
of the Association, could become a member. He 
thought this opened the door to all the scalawags 
in the country, and wanted to get the Breeders 
Association under the wing of the National As- 
sociation, so that in case any disreputable char- 
acters became members, they could be bounced. 

This started Maj, Morton, who proceeded torake 
the National Association and board of Appeals 
fore and att. He spoke of the villainy committed 
upon the Association tracks, and of the swindlers 
being permitted to go anpunished. The ‘* ring- 
eres also came iu lor a simre of his remarks, the 
gentle man expressiny the opinion that more thiev- 
ing of this description had been verpetrated during 
the past season than ever before. He said he 
wanted no affiliation wiih an association that could 
not control is own members. Mr, Packer also had 
his say on the subject, and bitterly denounced the 
National Ass ciatſon, and stated almost in as many 
words that it was 4 rotten concern, composed of 
blackguards and sharps. 

Mr. Thorne by this time had got his mad up.“ 
and tendered his resignation as a Vice-President 
of the Breeders’ Association. Before a vote could 
be taken a motiontoadjourn was made and car- 
ried, and the mecting broke up in confusion. 

The strong disposition manifested by the breed- 
ers to denounce the Nativnal Association as a dis- 
reputable concern, with which it would not do for 
them to have any connection, took the New York 
papers, which have hitnerto looked upon the As- 
sociation as somethiag to be revered, by surprise. 
The Spirit of the Iimes, as is usual when any- 
thing important in its line transpires, is dumb- 
founded or scared, says that there was a rather 

ersonal and acrimonious debate.“ which every- 
body knew, but expresses no opinion as to whether 
or not the breeders should join the National Asso- 
ciation. The eis outspoxen in the matter. 
and declares when men are compelled to choose 
between the National Association and the Breed- 
ere, a large majority will join tae former. 

Tas TRIBUNE does not quite agree to this state- 
ment. The National Association or something 
similar to itis undoabtediy a very necessary in- 
stitution, but the present concern nas degenerated 
to such an extent that the contempt of nearly all 
persons interested in turf sports for it, and the 
open hostility of many is not to be wondered at. 

hat an organization of its kind is necessary no 
one doubts, but the present one must be thorough- 
ly reconstructed, or its disintegration is inevitapie. 
Let those who have the matter im charge see that 
at the next annual meeting au entirely new set of 
officers is chosen. Nothing but a tavrouch clean- 
ing out of the present incumbents will satisfy the 
public.

THE ANTI-POOL-SELLING LUNATICS. 
Waliace’s Monthiy, which is the organ of the 
National Breeders’ Association, has broken loose 


ng q 

has had but little to say du t 1 few 
months. It attacks the Spire of the Times in 4 
most savage manner because that journal ven- 
tured to assert that. while pool-rooms in large 
cities should certainly be abolished, those on the 
race tracks should not be disturbed. No one 
doubts ihe honestv of Mr. Watlace's purpose in 
endeavoring to secure the entire abolition of pool- 
selling, but the gentleman bas a fashion of abus- 
ing in a very uncailed-for and undignified manner 
anv publication or person that ventures to disagree 
with him. 

The opponents of pool-selling have al- 
ways been loud in their assertions 
that its presence on race-tracks kept away a large 
portion of the community that would otherwise 
patronize the sport, and have insisted that a trial of 
the no-pool-selling plan by any noted track would 
prove their assertions to be true. By the aid of 
such arguments as this, they succeeded in securing 
the enactment of a law by the New York Leyisia- 
ture last winter absolutely prohiditing the sale of 
pools in the State under any circumstances. One 
season's experience under the workings of this law 
has eflectuaily shown the fallacy of the argument 
that the increase of patrouage would more than 
make good the loss occasioned by the absence of 
the pool-vox. There was à dne illustration right 
at Mr. Wal'ace’s door, but he has avoided any 
allusion to this phase of the matter in bis 
recent articles on the subject. According to 
the arguments of those with whom he 
is allied, Fleetwood Park, near New York City, 
should have done better last season than ever be- 
fore, since no pool-selling was permitted within 
its precincts, But such has not been the case. On 
the contrary, the track went to ruin about as fast 
as the law allowed, the proprietor not even being 
abie to pay some of the purses won at the last 
meeting; and this collapse is not at all due to the 
horsemen. Their entries in the different events 
were as numerous as ever, but nobody came to see 
the sport. The seui-destroying pool- box had been 
banished, but the thousands of people who, ac- 
cording to the anti-pool people, would flock to the 
track ds soon as it was removed failed to put in 
an appearance. The crowds that formerly assem- 
vied iu spite of the pool-seller also stayed 
away. The truth of the matter probably was that 
the poor attendance was not due to the prohibi- 
tion of pvol-selliing. Tun [nisnune does not be- 
hevye that the form of vetting makes any great 
difference in the attendance at races. But those 
who opposed it claimed all along that, were it 
done away with, thousands waom its presence 
kept away from tracks would at once become 
active supporters of the turf. This talk is the 
thinnest kind of gruel to be put forward as an 
argument in the discussion of a matter that de- 
serves honest thought, and merely shows to what 
men will descend when forced to the wall in a fight 
where facts must win. This paper has never for 
one moment advocated the selling of pools on 
race tracks or anywhere else, and probably never 
will, It has not tried, like the Eastern 
sporting journals, to carry water over 
a rough road on both shoulders, or engaged in the 
pastime of stone-throwing wnile residing in a glass 
house without eny sash in the windows.

In it are a series of inter- 
views with Chicago riflemen, whose opinions seem 
to lead the van, upon the subject of a National 
Rifle Association. The Spirit publishes letters 
from all parts of the United States, but does not 
seem to place as much dependence upon the rest as 
it does on the views of the gentlemen of this 
city who are interested in this sport. And 
it must be allowed that the ideas ad- 
vanced by Chicago riflemen are strictly to the 
point. They do not favor the exiating N. R. A. 
and are mostly of the opinion which was advanced 
in Tue Tainuxz some weeks ago, But the pres- 
ent question is the calling of a National Conven- 
tion, the how, ande the when, and where. As to 
the firat, it seems proper that, as the present N. R. 
A. have won laureis for the country, and nave fos- 
tered the practice of rifle-shooting, they are the 
proper parties to issue a call for such a convention, 
and state the number of delegates to be allowed 
from each club or State. As to the when, the pres- 
ent winter would seem to be the proper 
season, 80 that Congress coald take some 
action upon the formation and upon any bill that 
such an Organization would originate. As to the 
where, some central point such, as Indtauapolis. 
Cincinnati, or even Chicago, would be the proper 
place. The Western and Southern men seem to 
tee] interested in Chicago, and from the tone of the 
Spirit Chicago seems to be the favorite place. 
However, that may be an after consideration; first 
is the idea of forming an association which shall 
be national in every sense.

AN EXHIBITION OF DAIRY PRODUCTS 
on a most extensive scale is te be held im this city 
the present week, commencing Tuesday and con- 
tinuing for three days. Uhlich's new Ball, corner 
North Clark and Kinzie streets, has been selected 
asthe place for the Fair, the arrangements for 
which are under the auspices of the National 
Butter, Cheese, and Egg Association and the 
Northwestern Dairymen's Association, and it is 
designed to make it the crowning cffort of all 
similar attempts, and bring the dairymen from all 
sections of the country—East and est—together 
to see it, and promt by the comparisons. 

The exhibition is for the benefit of the public, 
and is not gotten up for the purpose of making 
money. The principal object is make Chicago 
the great dairy market of the West, and with that 
end in view exhibits will be made from all sections 
ofthe country. Entries have poured in from all 
parts of the United States and Canada, and Secre- 
tary Littler, of the organization first above named, 
who has just returned. from the East, states that 
there will be a large attendance from that 
section, and many exhibite have been and will 
be sent. The judges to be chosen to pass on 
the quality of the products will not be mana- 
facturers nor exhibitors, but men of known in- 
tegrity and competent to act in an impartial man- 
ner. The premiums and prizes aggregate a value 
of $2,000, and are to be given to the best exhibits 
of dairy products, dairy utensils, cooperage, etc.

ump. his efforts to save her were unavailing.

GEN. SHERIDAN 


AND HIS INDIAN DELEGATION. 
Gen. Sheridan returned from Washington Fri- 
day night, and was waited upon yesterday morning 
by the delegation of Northern Cheyenne Chiefs, 
consisting of Two-Moons, Little-Cnief, Crazy- 
Mule, High-Backbone, Old-Wolf, and Black- 
Wolf, under the charge of the Government Inter- 
preter, Ben Clarke, one of Gen. Miles’ scouts. 
The conference wus held at high noon, and the ap- 
pearance of these real, live Indians, done up in all 
the glury of freshly-daubed war-paint, served to 
attract a crowd of Board of Trade people, casual 


re-by, and any number of street-gamins, to 
whom the sight of so much greatness was peculiarly 
exhilurating. The voice of the aforesaid strect- 
Arabs was heard in the land as the untutored chil- 
dren of the forest made their way up intothe Union 
Building and thence into army headquarters, and 
itis not too much to say that some of the remarks 
were what these wards of the nation would have 
termed entirely irrelevant, if not impertinent, bad 
they been blessed with the abiiity to understand 
them. But as they were not so blessed, they 
sed on, and took no notice. 
The object of the conference on the part of the 
Indians was to know with more certainty what was 
to be done with them by the Great Father. The 
chiefs above named, with the bands they repre- 
sent, agsregating 301 warriors, surrendered to 
Gen. Miles nearly a year ago. They took part in 
the Custer but since their 
surrender they have been . co-operating 
with that commander at his headquarters 
onthe Tongue River. Some time ago it became 
evident that it was costing too much to keep them 
there, where vrovisious were so scarce, and Gen. 
Sheridan orderedthat they goto Lincoln, where 
they might rea.ain until the lstof next May, if 
taey chose, or proceed at once to the reservations 
in the Indian Territory. The Indians, with their 
natural desire to talk. increased by a desire to taxe 
alook at the bignest evidences of civilization, 
which were, of course, to be found in Chicago, 
persuaded Gn. Miles to let them come to this city, 
when they could see the place, hoid a pow-wow 
with Gen. Sheridan, and decide just which alter- 
native they would accept go to Lincoln or the In- 
dian Territory. At the conference yesterday, Gen. 
Sheridan expressly stipulated that there was to be 
no big talk, as the only thing to do was for them 
to decide on one of two things. The stipulation 
had the effect of 2 — almost every one of 
the visitors except Two-Moons, who was animated 
with the natural desire to tell the General ali the 
valorous deeas that he and his progenitors had ever 
accomplished. He was not suffered, however, to 
proceed with his self-eulogistic remarks to any 
greatextent. The result of the conference, which 
lastea_perhaps half an hour, was that the Indians 
expressea themselves as willing to go to Lincoln or 
the Indian Territory, but if tue had any prefer- 
ence at all, it would be to go to Lincoln, remain 
there until May 1. and then march on down to the 
reservations. As this was the Generals prefer- 
ence, it of course did not take long to come 
to 4 conclusion. Their ultimate re- 
moval to the Territory is only 
another step in the Government's policy of getting 
the Indians away from the exciting scenes of their 
youth and maniwod, including several pattle-fieids 
where they have «hown their prowess, and of set- 
ting them waere they will be under the benign 
and civilizing influences of the Indian Bureau 
The party will return to Bismarck in a day or so. 
where they will join their bands and take up the 
line of march to Lincoln, to remain there until 
May 1, and then remove to the reservations.

QUEEN AND MOTHER. 

The London Touchstone, a néw theatrical 
journal, is responsible for the following story 
in connection with the reprieve of the Staunton 
brothers, who had been sentenced to death for 
the Penge murder: 

„On the Sunday preceding the Tuesday, the 
day fixed for the execution of the Stauntons, 
the mother of the two men traveled alone to 
Balmoral in order to obtain an interview with 
the Queen, and beseech clemeney for her 
wretched sons. On reaching Ballater, after 


leaving Aberdeen, the last station, some 
twelve miles from Balmoral, the poor woman 
sought some conveyance to take her the re- 
mainder of the journey. Nothing could be 
obtained, and the 1 on hearing the 
melancholy mission of the unfortunate mot h- 
er, showed their sympathy by obtaining for 
her a seat on the mail-bag in the little cart, 
which contained only one seat for the driver. 
The mail-bag was thrown into the cart, and 
the poor woman was allowed to seat herself 
upon it. So she traveled through the cold and 
dismal night the twelve dreary miles to Balmor- 
al. On reaching the castle the next and for- 
midable difficulty that met her was obtaming 
an audience of the Queen. After explaining 
the object of her journey to the attendants, she 
at last obtained an interview with Sir Taomas 
Biddulph, who, after patiently listening to what 
she had tosay, promised to let the Queen im- 
mediately know the object of her being at the 
castle. With little delav the Queen, setting 
aside all etiquette and formality, entered the 
apartment in which Mrs, Staunton was seated, 
and with a true sovereign’s and woman's heart 
listened to the appeal and humble prayer of one 
of her subjects in her deep distress. Ihe poor 
petitioner prayed for mercy, and that the lives 
of her children might be spared. The Queen, 
no doubt with aching heart, could only ex- 
plain that shewas entirely in the hands of 
her responsible Minister. The painful inter- 
view ended, the petitioger, grateful for the 
condescension and sympathy of her sovereign, 
sought how te return to Ballater, heart- broken 
that the last hope of saving her wretched sons 
had failed her. The servants inquired how she 
intended getting back the twelve miles to Balla- 
ter. There was no conveyance, and they plain- 
ly saw the poor woman was quite incapable of 
walking the distance. Again the Queen was 
informed of the circumstances; and, with that 
consideration so characteristic of her nature, 
she ordered that one of her carriages should be 
got ready to take Mrs. Staunton back. Scarcely 
had ths poor mother left the castle, when 
the mail-pag containing ber Majesty's letters 
and dispatches was opened, and, to the gratifi- 
cation and relief of the Queen, the Home Secre- 
tarv’s dispatch recommending the reprieve was 
among the number. The lonely mother went 
on her way back, worn out and dejected. With 
that instinct of kindness and charitable feeling, 
the Queen at once instructed a special mes- 
senger to proceed on horseback and take the 
lad tidings to her sister in sorrow. Such 
deeds require no comment, but raise the mon- 
arch to the highest eminence. Mrs. Staun- 
ton, on reaching Ballater, was instantly in- 
formed of the glad tidings, and that the mail- 
bags on which she had sat with a bleeding heart 
contained the reprieve which she had traveled 
su many miles to obtain. Such is a simple ac- 
count of an episode in the life of the Queen, 
well harmonizing with all that her subjects al- 
ready know of her.“

BURNABY’S RIDE. 

Capt. Burnaby’s new work, On Horseback 
Through Asia Minor,” contains some interest- 
ing evisodes of travel. The difficulty of his 
journey increased as he proceeded eastward. 
The almost impassable rivers of mud in the 
plains were bad enough, and the upsetting of 
horses and baggage on such roads must have 
tried the patience as well as the resources of 
the most enduring traveler. In Armenia, how- 
ever, this was replaced by snow and ice, and 
at one point the whole party were obliged to 
slide on horseback down a glacier.

A TURKISH RAIN. 
Constantinople Correspondence New York Tribune. 
Saturday the oldest inhabitants of the city 

were brought to naught by the vain effort to re- 
call another such rain as descended upon us. 
The streets were flooded from curb to curb, and 
in many places the sidewalks also were under 
water. I was obliged to wade in a roaring tor- 
rent more than knee-deep in one of the great 
thoroughfares. Lines were stretched along the 
streets to enable people to keep their feet. 
Carriages could not stem the tide, for great 
blocks of stone came roaring down the hills and 
smashed their wheels. Two men were carried 
away and drowpved in the street. Many small 
houses were also swept away. There is, how- 
ever, this compensation, that the street dogs 
were carried off too. The storm lasted for five 
or six hours, and in the evening the gas-works 
suddenly went down, and Pera and Galata were 
left in darkuess. Houses here commonly use 
candles or petroleum, but the streets and the 
shops are lighted with gas, andin the Sultan’s 
palace there is nothing but gas. Hence the sud- 
den destruction of the gasometer produced the 
wildest panic within the sacred precincts. A 
plot, an insurrection, a Russian attack might 
all have produced less fear than did this wild 
riot of the waters. Picture the scene. 
Five hundred women screaming in sheer 
ignorance of what was to take place; 
500 men, eunuchs, servants, and staff-officers of 
every degree, each making a different sug- 
gestion as to the cause of the sudden darkness, 
and inthe midst of all this uproar, the poor 
majesty of the Sultan could not command a 
light that he might know what steaithy danger 
threatened. Outside was the roar of waters 
dashing against the doors of the palace, the 
shouts of sailors whose ships were dragging 
their anchors, the hiss of escaping steam, and 
nearer the rapid shouts of command as the 
guard turned out to resist whatever might 
come. After half an hour or more lights were 
obtained, and men aud women began to crawl 
out from under beds and from the darkest 
depths of dark cupboards. But the most un- 
easy head in this city was in that great palace 
that night.

No such stories 
will do this season, if the weather continues so 
phenomenal as it has been thus far. Open win- 
dows and superfluous fires, with charming at- 
mosphere for promenade and shopping, make 
December at this date an unusual ally to trade 
and enjoyment. There has been no cold weath- 
er yet to speak of, and frosts have been rare 
instead of common. Manyaman drags about 
the unnecessary ulster because a fall overcoat 
seems so out of propriety, and many a woman 
groans secretly because it is utterly impossible to 
display sealskins and furs in such a temperature. 
The furriers, indeed, have had more cause than 
any one else to wish fora change. Country dealers 
of shrewdness have been etocking up while 


manufacturers were ready almost to give 
sway their products rather than have 
them remain on band unfil next 


winter. {The Hudson River steamers go up to 
Albany laden with freight. with fair prospect of 
being able to transport Cyristmas orders right up 
to the day, without opposition from the dreaded 
ice. So warm and spring-like a December has not 
been known for years. There was little snow if 
any last year at thie time. but there was cold air 
enough to satisfy the most pitiless coal-dealer. 
Now the coal companies propose to stop produc- 
tion till the winter has a chance to catch up with 
their provisions for it. The poor are in special 
fortune, and the tramp clings with hopeful face to 
his rendezvous inthe park. Various lines of in- 
dustry have been pushed with extreme rapidity 
which must have been retarded if not stopped en- 
tirely by the cold usual at this season. The ele- 
vated-railway foundations, for instance, are nearly 
laid through on the Sixth-avenne reste, from 
Chambers street to the Park, and the great strands

THE CROSS AND CRESCENT. 

The first public social event of importance 
was not so great by any means as it was adver- 
tised to be, and hence suffers in proportion to 
disappointed expectations. The ball was a very 
brilliant one undoubtedly, and displayed’ ex- 
quisite toilets and much wealth. But the Pres- 
ident and his lady did not come in a special 
train from Washington, neither did the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet nor the foreign Ambassa- 
dors appear.

AMUSEMENT PROSPECTS. 

A morning paper recently printed an editorial 
onthe amusement scason, past, present. and 
prospective. The writer was not in a hopeful 
vein. The theatrical business thus far be pro- 
nounced unusually bad, while the outlook was 
not apparently better. Two or three tbeatres 
were allowed to have kept even with expenses, 
but that any manager had done a paying busi- 
ness Was a question not considered opev. The 
public, it was asserted, seemed less disposed 
than ever to be drawn by novelties or real at- 
tractions. The cause, then, must be sought 
otherwhere than in the bills presented. It was to 
be found, in this critic's opinion, simply and solely 
in the necessity for economy The rich were less 
rich, the poor were poorer, than formerly. An 
evening at a first-class theatre was a tolérably cost- 
ly luxury. which people had decided they must re- 
nounce. The remedy was plain. Let the prices 
be reduced. This need not imply the wholesale 
cutting-down of the scale, but the introduction of 
a sensible system of grading, like that found 
everywhere on the Contmment. The American 
notion that there were but two classes of seats, 


good ones. and bad ones, was pernicious 
and to bed gotten rid of as speedily as 
possible. The conclusion was reached that 


if eome manager of good standing would take 
the initiative. make it universally known 
that, while the very front seats were neid 
at the old prices, there were other rows, 
in every respect desirable and not less respectable, 
at lesser prices gand then provide entertainment of 
the same high order as hitherto. the result would 

such as to show the truth of the proposition 
that the dull and unsatisfactory business ie due to 
lack of money and not of interestin good perform- 
ances, This statement of the case created a com- 
motion, if nothing more. Sets of interviews fol-

Mr. Bouci- 
cault was like himself in saying that sheh things 
were none of the press’ business. and in treating a 
suggestion merely as if it were au unwarranted in- 
terference or assault.

THE POLICE RAID 
upon the liquor-dealers is one of those tem po- 
rary proceedings which, from their very vio- 
lence and overshooting, react upon the ongi- 
nators. lu this case there is reason whg the 
prosecuted should claim to be persecuted also. 
lujustice and oppression cannot be practiced 
with impunity, even by so great au authority as 


that of the 4 government. If it appear to 
the sense of the masses that a wrong has been 
done under the cloak of right, the same must 
be answered for in some way. 80. if it appear 
that hundreds of men have been arrested and given 
no choice buttospend a night in the station- 
house, used in an unnecessarily harsh manner, and 
all because two City Boards chanced to have a fall - 
ing out, then it does not matter if the arrested par- 
ties were violators of law, they became in a cer- 
tain sense martyrs, and as such receive a sympathy 
and help which otherwise never would be theirs. 
In this way Mr. Beecher, who certainly le not a 
saloon-kceper’s friend or advocate, was led to 
condemn the crusade against this clase as arbitra- 
ry, spasmodic, unjust, aud in reality buartful in- 
of heipful to the temperance cause. 

The history of this last movement is instractive. 
In the Grst place, the active temperance organiza- 
ions have been busily at work to secure an en- 
forcement of the rigorous statute of 1857 ever 
since the investigations of Oliver Cotter and others 
found that to be the statnte still in force, through 
the blandering repeals made at Albany. Early 
last spring there was much agitation at thie diecov- 
ery. and a spasmodic attempt was made to close 
hundreds of saloons. The principal result at that 
time—the Police Board not being inclined to join 
in the Murphy movement-was the total bewilder- 
ment of the Excise Commissioners as to whetber 
they had any authority to — anything. The 
liquor-sellers bridged the chasm, as may be re- 
membered, by putting three or more beds in a 
side-room or in the corner. so as to bring them- 
selves within the tavern provision. Licenses were 
granted without overmuch care in this respect, and 
there was general quiet outwardly, though the 
temperance advocates were not asleep or lazy. 
When the time came this fail to grant licenses, 
the Commissioners were in extreme doubt as to 
their legal position. The test cases had none of 
them reached such a stage as to throw light upon 
their authority. and some advisers said one thing, 
some the opposite. Who it was that suggested

of taking a liquor-seller’s money and giving 
him a receipt instead of a license is not known, 
but the suggestion was acted upon. Provided 
with these receipts and promises of something 
more, the parties went on with their business, 


believing they were protected. So they were 


practically, until under the stress brought to 
bear by the reformers, the Excise Commission- 


ers made the plea that they had onl¥ given re- 
ceipts which did not warrant the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors or any sales at all. and that if the 
law was not enforced it was the fault of the Police 
Commissioners. This was a how too much. 
Judge Davis had rather terrified the authorities by 
hie vigorous charge to the Grand Jury. and the 
Grand Jury added to the fear by the constant ex- 
amination into the subject. Under all these cir- 
cumstances, it is not strange that where one set of 
Commissioners tried to shift the respon- 


sibility wholly vay another set, that other 
— | et wrathful and do something violent. 
It turned out, therefore, that on a singie night the 


saloons were visited to such purpose that over 400 
reons, caught in the act of selling suspicious 
iquids, were marcbed off to the station-houses, 
and had to stay there till the Police Justices 
reached their. benches next morning Some of 
these dealers were of the bigh-toned order, which 
they themselves term ‘‘respectable,” and they 
offered all sorts of recognizances, but to no avail. 
The Captains were as — in armes as were their 
superiors, and determined to make the most of the 
grand occasion.

Then the Mayor interviewed sharply the Commis- 
sioners, and tried to have them practice discrimi- 
nation. The subordinates bad already done this in 
various cases, such as were not unknown in Chi- 
cago in the days of Sunday prosecution and back- 
door entrances; but where doors and windows had 
been left clear the * were not respected. 
Judge Davis’ Grand Jury ended with a present- 
ment which set forth the whole license busimess as 
a public scandal. And now comes another Grand 
Jury, to the members of which Judge Gildersieeve 
delivered a charge very different in spirit from the 
other. though not in favor of anything but modera- 
tion and judicions action. Pubiice sentiment has 
veered around, so that the temperance agitators 
will not have a victory of any importance. The 
good to be expected is a new Excise law, which 
can be understood and enforced. 
JUDGE DAVIS 

yesterday decided; in the case of Troch, a bar- 
tender, that the receipt offered as protection 
against indictment was not protection, or any- 
thing except possibly a mitigation of the penalty, 
as showing good faith on the part of the of- 
fender. ‘If the rule be deemed harsh,” said 
the qudge, the harshness is in the law and not 
in the administrators.”’

THE DURNFORTH AFFAIR. 


FROM A REPORTER’S UNPUBLISHED NOTES. 

The sensation that morning was the Durn- 
forth affair, which I was assigned to write up.

Nuw York, Dec. 12.—I think I cannot give 
you a better idea of what would be appropriate 
for full dress than by describing afew of the 
most noticeable toilettes at the grand Cross and 
Crescent ball last night.

VAN. 
Translated from a French journal, by Emma Stanley, 
for The Tribune.) 

The advance of the Russian army in Armenia 
now brings to view a Pashalic in which the Lake 
and Fortress.of Van are situated, but of which 
little has recently been known, excepting by a 
few explorers or adventurers. The city which 
gives its name to all the Pashalic has been rare- 
ly noticed since Moses of Chorene described 
ita wonderful excavations, more or less archi- 
tectaral in their character, and the curious, 
wedge-shaped inscriptions on the rocks and on 
the perpendicular partitions of Nature within 
which form the citadel. This mass of rocks, 
almost a mountain of beautifully-veined 
limestone, detaches itself from the neigh- 
boring mountains of — Persia within 
a short distance of the e of Van,—the 
ancient Arsissa of Ptolemy,—and forms a 

ninsula in that direction. Its two extremities 
oln the arch of walls joining a double inclosure 
of the city, which contains from 15,000 to 
20,000 inhabitants, and which is very difficuit of 
access, On account of its complicated system of 
fortifications, established in the fifteenth 
century by Solyman the Magnificent, whose 
Empire extended from Algiers to the Euphrates, 
and from the extremity of the Black Sea to the 
farthest limits of Greece and Epirus. Under 
uis government the Turks attained their 
brightest glory, which was lost under his suc- 
cessors, whoseldom appeared at the head of their 
armies. Seen in profile, the Fortress of Van 
strikes the imagination by its absolute isolation, 
and its frowning towers, minarets, and caserns, 
perished on its projecting rocks. It forms a 
strange and fantastic sight, almost within the 
sombre shadows of Ararat. The City of Van 
was once the residence of the Kings of Assyria 
and Persia. Destroyed in the fourth century by 
the Sassanide Sapor, it was taken and retaken 
by the Byzantines, the Mongols, and other na- 
tions. Earthquakes, anarchy, revulutions, in- 
vasions, and epidemics, and all that is terrible, 
are not wanting in its history. The latest mis- 
fortunes date from Beder-Han Bey and Khan 
Mahmoud, which were terminated by the Sultan 
Abdul Medjid, in 1847, with an army of 25,000 
men of the regular troops. Since that time, 
with the exception of some disturbances in 155: 
the city and country of Van has enjoveda peri 
of tranquility and peace. But the Russian 
army is marching in that direction now, and the 
downfall of this stronghold will place all Arme- 
nia in possession of the Czar. The Turkish gar- 
rison, which animates the highest plateau of the 
citadel, has no occupation excepting during the 
hours of prayer, and no other distraction but 
the melancholy contemplation of a vast and 
dreary horizon of snow-capped mountains. 
Among the monuments ot Van, two mosques are 
well worthy of renown,—one ornamented in 
the elegant Persian style; and one outside the 
walls, surrounded by nificent trees, servin 
to form a background to a tableau of vari 
scenes when caravanseries pass by. On the bor- 
ders of Lake Van, hidden by dense groves of 
walnut-trees, the towns of Ardschir and Achlat 
are situated; and an island known as Achta- 
mar, a celebrated monastery, is seen, and also a 
magnificent residence of an Armenian Patri- 
arch. Bevond this panorama arises the high, 
conical mountain of Masis-Dagh, crowned with 
snow, anda worthy avant garde of the great 
Ararat and the group of which it belongs. 


VALUE OF SCARCE COINS, 
Boston Post. 

Of all the decimal United States coins the 
most valuable is the silver dollar of 1804, which 
is excessively rare. Specimens are worth from 
$500 to $1,000 each, according to the nearness 
with which they approach perfection. The coin- 
age of this year was very limited, and there 
were no more dollars coined until 1836. 
**Proofs’’ of the last-named year are worth $10 
and good examples $5. There was nothing done 
in dollars in 1387, and the issues of 1838 and 
1839 are rare enough to raise the quotation for 

ood specimens to $40 each. From that date 
orward to 1873, when the trade dollar came in, 
there is no break in the line of dollars, but 
from 1850 to 1856, inclusive, they are quoted as 
rare“ or“ scarce,’’ those of 1851 and 1852 be- 
ing worth $35 or $40 each. Previous to 1804 
the value of a good specimen varies from $1.75 
for 1799, to $5 for 1798, and $4 for 1801, save 
that the first date of all (1794), which is very 
rare, brings $50. Some of the early dates are 
made peculiarly valuable by reason of variation 
in the number and style of stars, etc., there be- 
ing. three variations of 1798 and five of 1795.

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DEBTS IN INDIA. 
Nineteenth Century. 

The Kowray family, patels of Parnez, were 
of high consideration in the country. Twelve 
years ago the head of the family borrowed 200 
rupees. He paid 336 rupees, was sued for the 
balance, 385 rupees, and the family estate, about 
80 acres, sold, and he now works as a laborer. 
Balaji borrowed 8 rupees and repaid 15 rupees. 
The creditor obtained a decree of 60 rupees 
and sold in execution twelve builocks and 


himself. Shirpati borrowed a maund of grain 
(worth at famine prices, 4 rupees) and returned 
it. Was dunned for interest and compelled to 
bond for 15 rupees, bearing in- 
Again dunned, paid 10 ru- 
poet in cash, and gave a fresh bond 
or 25 rupees. Then labored for the 
creditor to the amount of 20 rupees, but was 
sued on the last bond, and his house and en 
sold in execution for6 rupees. Raoji fifteen 
years ago borrowed 60 rupees.

Has paid 
at different times in liquidation 567 ru and 
has executed many bonds, two of which. for 875 
rupees, are now outstanding. The inquiries of 
the Commission throw much light on the 
causes of this lamentable state of things. 
Foremost is the entire unscrupulousness 
of the money-lenders, acting on the 
necessities, ignorance and timidity of the 
peasants. The instrument by which the 
iormer is brought to bear on the latter is the 
civil courts. fhe reason why the courts act as 
so efficient an instrument for this purpose ap- 
pears to be threefold. The procedure is such as 
to give the rich man every advantage over the 
poor one, the acute and unscrupulous over the 
ignorant. and to make it practically impossible 
for a peasant to contest successfully any claim 
that an unprincipled plaintiff may bring against 
him. The law gives the judgment creditor a 
lien, not only on the crop and personal proper- 
ty. but on the implements of trade of the debt- 
or: not only on his implements, out on his 
land; not only on his land, but on his person 
and labor; never relaxes his hold till he has 
paid the uttermost tarching of a debt constantly 
multiplying itself; and thus makes it profitable 
to advance money on security apparently snad- 
equate, Their training and the system they 
administer make the overworked Judges them- 
selves apt to regard law rather than justice; to 
look to returns rather than to results; to post- 
pone to correct technical procedure the iuveoti- 
gation of truth. 


CAFES IN CAIRO. 
London Examiner. 

No greater contrast can be imagined than that 
between a European and a native cafe in Cairo. 
In the one there are the stereotyped waitresses, 
the chicory coffee, the absinthe, the gambling- 
saloon, and the inevitable band of Bohemian 
musicians of beth sexes, with the equally in- 
evitable little girl, whose childish naivete forms 
one of the great attractions. Here poor beer is 
dispensed to the tune of poor music from 7 p. 
m. tol or 2a. m., till the fiddiers are ready to 
drop, the little girl spasmodically fails asleep 
and wakes by fits and starts, and the wearied 
audience loungeslowly home, wondering why on 
earth they waste seven or eight hours a day in 
such places, and get return to them again 
like the needle to the north. From these haunts 
the traveler, of course, gains no idea of Oriental 
life. Not is he any better off when his drago- 
man takes him tothe purlieus of the Rosetta 
Gardens, and exhibits the squalid haunts where 
the mongrel population of the town and its 
criminal classes smoke opium or hashish. Ags 
well might one exhibit the dens of Whitechape! 
and round about the Tower as a criterion of 
English life in London.

From time to time an itinerant 
vender of boiled melon seeds, pistachio 
or monkey-nuts, and shalwar—a_ sweet- 
meat made of honey and sesame oil—bawks 
round his wares; someoody buys five paras’ 
worth (one farthing) and gravely shares the deii- 
cacy with his neighbors. After awhile the story- 
telier makes his appearance, generally a blind 
man, with a red turban, Sk his snow-white 
beard flowing down over his black robes. He is 
accompanied by two Arabs, one with his dara- 
buka—a kind of tambourine made out of a 
gourd,—the other with his nayeh, or flute. By 
this time a fanoos—a colored giass lamp—has 
been suspended from the middle of the ceiling, 
and under this lantern the old man takes his 
seat, after having gravely calaam aleikumed all 
— and received the alakum salaam in re- 

urn.

Uses of Telegraphic Cables. 


As soon as cables are laid giving telecraphic con- 
nections between new points, an opportunity is af- 
forded for determining the longitude of the sta- 
tions. This is by far the simplest and most accu- 
rate method of determining longitudes that has 
ever been invented. All that is necessary is to 
have correct local time at each station, and to “i 
the time accurately when the signals are sent. The 
difference of local times is practically the differ- 
ence of longitude. There ie a small loss of time 
in the transmission of the signals, but the error 
that this might occasion is entirely eliminated by 
sending signals both ways over the wire, and com- 
puting from a pair of signals. The submarine 
cables with the West India Islands have been re- 
cently employed for this purpose. and several 
longitades of localities in Trinidad and Barbados 
ascertained. The longitude of the stations is thus
